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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
JOHN TAYLOR EASTLICK

Twenty-five years ago a certain handsome 
young librarian stood before the Arizona Library 
Association and as its President urged cooperation 
in library service. Little did he dream that in 
1960 he would preside before 900 members as 
Second Vice President of the American Library 
Association at its Midwinter Council meeting. It 
was to this same librarian (John T. Eastlick) 
that ALA President, Benjamin E. Powell, this 
year paid a fine tribute, when he spoke of his 
perceptive report “The Sixties and After” a

Today the name of John T. Eastlick is known 
on all planes of modern library administration 
where he has explored avenues toward the solu- 
tion of problems on local, state, regional, and 
national levels. His creative imagination has 
come up with new targets for each area. His 
greatest local influence is in the Denver Public 
Library where he has been Librarian since 1951. 
The results of the implementation of a fine pro- 
gram policy is demonstrated in some figures of 
the growth of the library system. Today there are 
155,825 registered borrowers as compared to 
111,935 in 1955. The circulation of books, maga- 
zines, records, and films has increased from 1,- 
746,914 to 2,574,903. Members of his staff speak 
of his tremendous energy, his stimulating influ- 
ence, and for such a young man he is terrific in 
his straight thinking. Alert to the explosive 
population growth due to industrial conditions in 
Denver he is now focusing attention on securing 
six additional branch libraries to serve community 
needs. Disregarding trivial data he points out 
the practical need for expansion of library facili- 
ties in Denver and has developed his collections 
to meet technological changes brought about by 
the missile and electronic programs. We are ac- 
customed to associate him with the continued wise 
development of the Western History, Science and 
Engineering Departments, Extension services of 
the Library, the Adult Education Council and the 
Bibliographical Center for Research. He has 
been a member of the Board of Directors since 
1951 and Vice President of the Adult Education 
Council of Denver during 1958-1959. 


Stepping ahead he has put into operation an 
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accelerated program of in-service training for his 
library personnel. It is as Instructor in Library 
Administration, University of Denver School of 
Librarianship since 1950, that he has pointed out 
that there are wider horizons in administrative 
work. It was he who on the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Curriculum suggested courses of instruction 
in the special library field such as in medical and 
hospital libraries. He works for recruitment of 
scholarly and alert young people who will become 
creative librarians and furnish new blood in the 
field. No one who was in Denver during the 
architectural planning of the new library and the 
Big Move will forget Mr. Eastlick’s challenge. 
The whole scheme of transferring a million books, 
documents and the six million card Union Cata- 
log of the Bibliographical Center from the Old 
Library to the New was devised by him. Pictures 
of the 1000 foot long conveyor belt were excel- 
lent subjects for television and newspapers. 


During 1954-1956 he served as first president 
of the Denver Council for Educational TV. In 
1958 The Denver Public Library received recog- 
nition from the Public Service Company of Col- 
orado for its program on Panorama. The John 
Cotton Dana Publicity Award for outstanding 
publicity was given to the Library during 1956. 


Analyzing Mr. Eastlick’s accomplishments on 
the state level we see his cooperation in the recent 
two day leadership conference on Library Legis- 
lation. As a consultant he worked with the Col- 
orado Library Association and Colorado State 
Library in sponsoring a lucid program for a 
Grants-In-Aid Program for Colorado public li- 
braries. Each year he keeps informed regarding 
the goals of the Association by serving as a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board. 


When Dr. Malcolm G. Wyer, sought someone 
to continue blazing the trails he had carried out 
during his administration as librarian of the 
Denver Public Library for 25 years, he noted 
the qualifications he would require. These in- 
cluded drive, professional ability and a viewpoint 
for regional coordination and cooperation. Under 
Dr. Wyer’s leadership the library had developed 
as an active community agency, an informational 
and educational center for the Rocky Mountain 
Region. Then too, the Bibliographical Center 
for Research, the first of its kind in the world, 
would need help and advice in its long range 
program planning. John Eastlick seemed to fit 
the picture and was selected as Assistant in 1948 
to Dr. Wyer. John was made responsible through 
fifteen department heads or supervisors, for gen- 
eral supervision of 220 employees. He was given 
special studies affecting the operation of the Den- 
ver Public Library system, the Bibliographical 





Center for Research and the proposed Denver 
Storage Center. It was during 1949 that Mr. 
Eastlick prepared the Basis of Support of the 
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Bibliographical Center for Research. Since the / 


beginning in 1935 the Center had depended fi- 
nancially upon grants and more or less voluntary 
contributions from regional libraries. The new 
formula, in which the membership fees were 


recommended, is based on the number of students | 


and faculty for colleges and universities, and 
upon the population of the town for public li- 
braries. That the formula was sound is shown 
by the continued growth of the Bibliographical 
Center to become a cooperating group of 260 
libraries, the fees payable on the scale planned 
by Mr. Eastlick. As the Treasurer of the Center 
he has watched its growth from 98 members in 
1949 to 260 in 1960 and the budget has tripled. 
During eleven years he has acted as consultant for 
the operation of the main tool of the Center, the 
six million card Union Catalog. During these 
years, as Director of the Center, I have worked 
closely with him and I feel he has carried out 
Dr. Wyer’s highest goals. 


Motivated by his desire for improvement in 
regional library conferences, Mr. Eastlick has 
served as an excellent convention Program Chair- 
man for the Mountair Plains Library Association, 
1955 and 1958. Recently I received a letter 
from a Pacific Northwest librarian saying, “I still 
remember that Jackson Hole conference as one 
of the happiest few days of my young life.” It 
was Mr. Eastlick’s quest for excellence in pro- 
gtams that made this conference called “an Old 
Style Melodrama” so colorful. In this Big Round- 
up the serious “Planning the Growth of Book 
Resources and Live Service” for the area was 
discussed. As President of the Mountain Plains 
Library Association I played the part of Mr. East- 
lick’s Lula Belle, the Lariat Queen. Here we 
saw him gay in his red shirt, his humor at its 
best. John always emphasizes at each conven- 
tion that too little is accomplished, too few plans 
explored during periods between conferences. We 
stop Thinking Big, he says. However, he doesn’t 
lag behind, he is a consultant with members of 
the editorial staff of the Mountain Plains Library 
Quarterly which bridges the gap between confer- 


ences. 


Librarians get to the top or National level be- 
cause they have covered the rounds of Commit- 
tees and Mr. Eastlick’s record demonstrates 
constructive work on Public Libraries Division 
Architectural Committee, 1949-51; ALA Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Bylaws, 1953-55; 
ALA Council Representative of Colorado Library 
Association, 1953-59; Chairman, Sub-Committee 
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on Television, ALA Audio-Visual Board, 1955; 
President, Public Libraries Division ALA 1956- 
57; ALA Committee on Organization; ALA 
Program, Evaluation and Budget Committee; 
ALA UNESCO panel; ALA Committee on Pub- 
lications; ALA Federal Relations Committee, 
1958-59; ALA Surveyor for Chattanooga Public 
Library, 1958; Member Library Building Con- 
sultants, Inc., from 1958. 


Take a look at his work with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration from July 1946 to January 1948. 
Here he was Chief of the Library of Branch 13 
Office. In this capacity, he supervised nine pro- 
fessional librarians in Denver Veterans Admini- 
stration hospitals. No doubt, the planning of 
library equipment and furniture for the justifica- 
tion of space used in light of future growth and 
development of the Veterans Administration 
Hospital Library in Denver, aided him greatly in 
his decisions for the New Denver Public Library. 
John is noted for his ability to organize and write 
with a direct slant. For this reason he was given 
the assignment in 1947 to the Central Office of 
the Veterans Administration to assist in rewriting 
a library manual which established the over all 
operational policies for all Veterans Administra- 
tion Libraries in the United States. 


What is more enjoyable than to receive a 
Christmas present from your Staff which reminds 
you of a delightful trip abroad. This year a 
beautiful Japanese print recalled to Mr. Eastlick 
his experience in Japan. In 1948, he was re- 
quested by the Secretary of War to participate 
in a special training program for Japanese edu- 
cators. His particular assignment included the 
establishment of demonstration libraries for ele- 


‘mentary schools, high schools, and universities, 


the training of superintendents and principals in 
the function of a school library within an institu- 
tion, a study of a National Diet Library, and 
recommendations for development of public li- 
braries within the existing framework of the 
Japanese political system. He was given the Civil 
Service rank of P-8 equivalent to a Brigadier 
General. 


Preceding his work in Japan, John served as 
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Captain in the United States Army Air Corps. 
At San Antonio Aviation Cadet Center he taught 
identification of naval ships and aircraft, military 
tactics, which included organization of large 
units, operational and defensive measures and 
taught Elementary Navigation. He was also 
responsible for writing textbooks and examina- 
tions and for developing teacher training courses. 
The early years of 1940 saw him serving as in- 
structor in the University of Wisconsin, Wiscon- 
sin High School, Michigan State College, and at 
Washington State College. At one time he was 
appointed as a library assistant at Colorado State 
College of Education where he assisted in plan- 
ning and moving of the entire book stock when 
the new library building was constructed. 


John lives in the Bonnie Brae district of Den- 
ver. In his private life he is happy and seeks al- 
ways to share his content by helping others. In 
a knotty pine, book-filled recreational room 
which he has worked on himself and was ‘mass 
painted” by friends, he entertains librarians who 
visit from all over the United States and abroad. 
On the wall of his home are pictures from his 
extensive travel in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico. One - around the world included a 
year’s stay in India and Burma, and some time 
spent in Africa, Egypt and the Philippines. 
When this article goes to press he will be in 
Greece. In a life as busy as Mr. Eastlick’s there 
isn’t much time for relaxation, but he does have 
time to plant trees and flowers and he likes 
cannas. When time permits, John takes out his 
frustration by playing the piano. For a short time 
in the 1930's he did concert work in Southern 
California and Arizona. There are many things 
I like about him, one is that once he has made 
up his mind one cannot hypnotize him into 
changing it and I have tried it with all my art of 
persuasion. 


As I finished writing this I stepped over to a 
patron and asked, “What do you think of this 
library?”” He said, ‘This library is the most 
beautiful and well organized I have been in 
throughout my experience as a research worker 
and I have been all over Europe.” What more 
can I say!

Bato, R. C. Donne & the Drurys. In 1610 John 
Donne wrote “A Funerall Elegie,” in 1611 “An Anatomy 
of the World,” afterwards known as “The First Anni- 
versary,” and in 1612 “The Second Anniversarie.” All 
three concern Elizabeth Drury, who was not quite 15 
when she died, and whose father’s patronage Donne 
hoped to secure. Not only because of their connection 
with the metaphysical poet, who was to become the 
famous Dean of St. Paul’s, but because they gave 
Drury Lane in London its name and are interesting in 
their own right, Professor Bald has written this ac- 
count of their rise to power, their difficulties, and their 
alliances. He concentrates on Sir Rebert and Lady 
Drury, whose lives will interest the socic] and economic 
historian of the seventeenth century, and whose inti- 
mate relationship with Donne—especially on a trip to 
the continent in 1611 and 1612—will interest the liter- 
ary historian. At this time and later Donne—who was 
a tenant of the Drurys until 1621—hoped to get secu- 
lar employment before turning to the church. Although 
there is much more new about the Drurys than about 
Donne in the papers now at the University of Chicago, 
even the minute details are never dull; yet one regrets 
that the “25 ould letters of Mr. Jo. Donne” to the 
Drurys which were “sowed together” have never been 
discovered. As so often with Cambridge University 
Press books, this valuable result of extensive literary 
detective work is beautifully printed and bound.

Album of Eighteenth-Century English Literary Portraits 
in America. Mrs. Scharf has compiled, from more than 
200 sources, a list of Seventeenth, Eighteenth and Early 
Nineteenth Century portraits (paintings, minitatures, 
drawings and prints) now in America. Authors, musi- 
cians, actors, rulers and others of interest to students 
of the period are included. The division is by subject 
(sitter), and the whole list is exhaustively indexed. The 
volume has only three major shortcomings: (1. the 
paucity of sources used; (2. the absence of provenance 
data for paintings and drawings; and (3. the inclusion 
of prints, which cannot possibly be covered with any 
adequacy in such a volume. Mrs. Scharf’s list, with its 
46 plates, will be most useful, however, to those in- 
volved with Eighteenth Century cultural history, and 
especially to those who need slides and photographs 
for teaching, study and exhibition purposes.

Bibliographical Guide to the 
Study of the Literature of the U. S. A. For teachers, 
librarians and especially Ph.D. and M.A. thesis writers 
in American studies, a leading scholar of our literature 
has compiled what was long needed: a guide compar- 
able to those of Cross, Spargo or Kennedy in English 
literature. Under 35 headings Professor Gohdes lists, 
with annotations, 748 books and periodicals on meth- 
ods, aids, definitions, preparing MSS, catalogues, in- 
dexes, histories, biographies, bibliographies and studies 
of poetry, fiction, drama and essays. There are two 
indexes; and right-hand pages are left blank for notes 
and addenda, suggesting the compiler has been selective, 
and users may wish to add other items—such as the 
annual MHRA bibliographies, which include American 
authors, and Pierre Brodin’s Les écrivains américain; 
(Paris, 1946). Errors seem few indeed: Carter’s ABC 
(4.10) should be dated 1952, not 1951; Bookman’: 
Concise Dictionary (4.11) should give F. C. Avis as 
author; and Merle Johnson (20.12) is not likely to “be 
wholly displaced by Blanck.”

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PERIODICAL ARTICLES ON THE AMERICAN SHORT STORY: 
A SELECTED, ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY 


By FRANK R. SMITH

The following bibliography is the product of a search for periodical articles dealing critically 
with the American short story in the period from 1920 to 1950. The starting point of the search 
was the “American Short Story” section in the bibliography published annually from 1920 through 
1941 in Edward J. O’Brien’s Best American Short Stories. The decade of the 1940’s was covered 
through the standard periodical indexes (principal subject headings “Fiction” and “Short Stories”), 
through the lists of “Articles on American Literature Appearing in Current Periodicals” published 
in each issue of American Literature, and through Lewis G. Leary, Articles on American Literature 
Appearing in Current Periodicals, 1920-1945 (Duke University Press, 1947). A few articles pub- 
lished after 1950 are listed, but this period was not systematically investigated. 

The aim of the search was to locate articles giving critical attention to the short story in gen- 
eral, not merely to individual stories in an anthology nor to the stories of an individual author. 
Unfortunately, such articles were found to be relatively rare. They can and should be supplemented, 
however, by a study of such works as Ray B. West, Jr., The Short Story in America 1900-1950 
(Regnery, 1952), and by a study of the introductions to various anthologies, especially those in 
The Best American Short Stories (edited from 1916 through 1941 by E. J. O’Brien, then until 
1951 by Martha Foley) and The O. Henry Memorial Award Prize Stories (edited from 1920 
through 1932 by Blanche Colton Williams, from 1933 through 1940 by Harry Hansen, and from 
1941 through 1950 by Herschel Brickell). These two anthologies are the only ones to appear regu- 
larly throughout the thirty years. Because they are mentioned so frequently in the bibliography 
which follows, their long titles (which changed slightly once or twice) will be abbreviated simply 
to the Best stories and the Prize stories, respectively, without italics. 

One reason for compiling this bibliography of periodical articles is to save the student of the 
American short story a great deal of wasted effort in locating and examining all the ambiguously 
titled articles indexed under the general heading “Fiction” or “Literature-criticism” and those ar- 
ticles indexed under “Short Stories” which contain no general critical comment. Entries in 
O’Brien’s annual bibliographies, for example, are classified principally by author, but there are a 
few general categories; “American Short Story” is one. This looks promising to the student seek- 
ing broad critical statements, but he soon finds that the category contains mostly a collection of 
otherwise unclassifiable articles, many of them being reviews of O’Brien’s last anthology. At any 
rate, the serious researcher, not willing to trust any single bibliography, will want to check through 
all the source listings available to him — indexes, other bibliographies, and footnotes. The fol- 
lowing list can tell him at once the general nature of a substantial number of the articles he finds. 
In order to accomplish this purpose efficiently, the bibliography is arranged in one alphabetical 
series so that he can determine immediately whether any entry he finds elsewhere is described 
here. 

For the benefit of another researcher, one who may not need to find every article ever pub- 
lished, the entries in this bibliography are also coded by number according to their degree of 
critical content. Purely critical or critical-historical articles are code-numbered “1”; they are the 
most rewarding and should be examined first. Articles which are principally reviews but which 
contain some comment on the short story in general are coded “2”. Listings of both these classes 
are followed by a summary statement of the nature of their content. Articles which deal only 
with the novel, for example, or which are merely reviews containing no general comment are code- 
numbered “3”; their content is frequently indicated, but only the most industrious student should 
bother with looking them up unless they happen to strike a note that interests him. 


In view of the large proportion of articles in class 3, this might almost be considered a “nega- 
tive” bibliography. At any rate, it makes no pretense of being a definitive one. There seems to be 
a strong and widespread doubt that the short story as an art form deserves any kind of definitive 
treatment. The dearth of solid criticism evident here is support for that statement. But for those

A comparison of the 1920’s and the 1940’s: they 
are alike in some ways (literary principles and 
heroes, post-war disillusionment, Red scare) but 
different in others, mainly in the development of 
literary criticism. Younger writers are awed by 
the detailed criticism of the masters which turns 
up so much richness. They wonder whether it 
would not be safer to be a critic, to teach in a 
university, than to write.
